the average family can get a doctor lo the house quicker today 
than was possible in many cases in the days of old. If the old- 
time doctor happened to be away on a.distant call there was 
nothing fo do but to wait for his return, while now when a call | 
is sent to the village or city, if one doctor cannot be procured 
another can, and the chances are that help will be at hand in 
nine cases out of ten quicker lhan was possible in the days 
when there was a practitioner living right in the neighborhood. 
These are facts that appear lo have been lost sight of by those 
who are over-emphasizing the seriousness of the absence o: 
resident physicians in the remote communities. 


Not only does the telephone transmit Ihe call far more swifl- 


t ly than the liveliest boy on the liveliest horse, but the automo- 


bile carries the doctor from the city or village twenty miles h 
less time than it took, his old-lime predecessor to drive five. 
Even an ambulance can be placed at the door of the remote 
farm house on very short notice under the conditions that pre- 
vail today. 


These are facts that must not be forgotten. To be sure, a 


resident physician is a highly valuable and desirable adjunct 
to any rural community, but the.average farming district can- 
not support one and the result is the condition (hat exists. And 
while this has ils inconveniences and drawbacks, il is really'not 
so serious as many imagine. The conditions that sent Ihe 
doctors away have been succeeded by conditions which provide 
for their reappearance on very short notice in time of need. 


There has been more or less agitation in some slates in favor 


of subsidizing doctors for Ihe country dislricls, but, so ..far as 
known, nothing of this kind has yel been done. 
And now 


there are some who think that hospitals should be established 
here and there in the rural communities in order that young 
doctors who might be induced lo locale there-could have the 
benefits of training and practice such as is now denied them. 
This would mean large expense to the state, for of course no 
sparsely settled place could support such-an institution and the 
cost would have lo come from the stale or c'ounty treasury. II 
is a nice theory, but impossible from Ihe practical standpoint 
unless Ihe public is ready to assume a financial burden out-of 
proportion lo the actual accomplishments which might be 
expected.
